Regulations Changed | First Crib 


The regulations governing how 
close a building may come to the 
Lot Line have been changed by 
the Sandwich West Council. The 
new ruling requires 10% of the 
ot frontage on one side and 3 
feet on the other, — providing 
that there still is 9 feet 
between the new building and 
that on the adjacent lot. 


The previous regulation required 
10% on both sides of the dwelling. 
Many residents of the Township 
have complaind that an attached 
garage or carport could not meet 
that demand. 


The Council was hesitant in 
changing the bylaw in fear the 
area might take on a cramped 
appearance. 

Reeve felt it would be unfair 
to prevent such people from con- 
structing a garage that enhances 
the appearance and value of 
their home.
